Are greatly changed, however. Up
what was then n wild gorge now  runs
a rilroad; land near hero ix held at
$60 an acre; coal mines sd iron fur-
naces are not far away, and sevoral
new and neat villages adorn the vi-
cinity. Here 1 did my last sorvice;
henee, in September, 1804, 1 dulmﬂ-
ed for Indianapolis, where I gladly
“‘shucked"” the uniform, took a re-
ceipt for my musket, drew my pay,
and left the work of saqing the Union
to “more able men." And of all the
citizens I knew herenbout in that long
summer I ean find but one, and he s
70 yoars old, and has lately married o
young wife! But he confidentially
admits that he is not as rebellious as
he «na,

I bogan this letter hind end first, so
I will take things in order of our
progress, go back to the -
HELMA, HOME AND DALTONE RAILROAD,
On which we found nine iron furna-
ces, all put up within ten years, Tak-
ing them in reverse order——that is,
from Rome southward —thoy are;

L. The Ridge Valley, Georgin, which
makes ear-wheel iron, warm blast,

2, The Aitna, Georgin; car-whoeol
iron, cold blast,

3. Tecumsch, Alubama; Hon, Wil-
lard Warner's furnace, previously de-
scribed.

4, The
blnst, "

5. Rock Run, Alabama; warm blast;
turns out car-wheel iron,  Belongs to
John M. Buss of Ft. Wayne, Ind,

6. The two furnaces at Woodstock,
Alnbamn; warm blast; turn out car-
wheel iron,

7. The Alabama furnacoe;
blast, car-wheel iron.
8 The Shelby
blast, ear-wheel iron.

9. The Brassficld. There are two
furnuces, of which one has just blowed
in; the other has boen idle some time,
and we could not learn that anything
hko a revival was in progress with it.
With these, the Birmingham works,
and some others, Alabama has in-
creased hor iron production 000 per
cent. in ten years. Hor growth has
been steady, not too rapid, and has
never had o setback since it fairly
startod 1n 1879, From Birmingham
around by Montgomery, Atlanta and
weostern North Carolinn, the central
south is now filled with the idea that
her redemplion is to be by manufac-
turing, vnd her motto is, “Less cotton
and a more diversified industry."

Among othor fuanaces in Alabama
‘which we could not visit 1 heard most
frequent mention of the Rolund
Mountain furnsce on the Coosa, iow
in active operation. Alwo the Corn-
wall, just now idle, and the Edwurds
furnnce on tho A, G. 8. railroad
coke burner, turning out first-class
foundry and mill iron. At

OXMORE,

onthe 8, & N. milrond, six miles
south of Birmingham, Many Cincin-
nati men are interested, and the en-
terprise there in everywhere spoken of
in the south as a “‘real Yankeo town.”
Two hotblast coke furnaces aro thore
tumin%uut foundry and mill iron,
and as I looked on the roaring chim-
neys and lively workers from the car
window I found it dificult to reslizo
that 1 was in what we have wo long
considered the old, slow, sleopy state
of Alabama,

The question of & true magnetic
iron ore in suflicient amount in Ala-
bama is furiously discussed. Gen. W,
Warner says: “Many specimens have
been found, but we can - not say yot
whether there is enough to smount to
anything." Mr, Debardleben, of the

roat Pratt mine, near Birmingham,
dnsists thut it can bo had in  imoonse
quantities, and Mr. T, T, Hillmna, of

o Alice furnace, Birmingham, agrees
with Gen, Warner. Mr. Hillnan, by
the way, bears an historio name in the
iron line. His father was the
original of the firm of D,
Hillman & 8ons, of the Ten-
nessce  rolling works, which  were
located, however, just over the
line in Kentucky, on the Cumberland
river. They made the noted **Hill-
man boiler ron,” familiar to all river
and iron mwen from Pittaburg to New
Orleans, Established there in 1842,
the Hillmans ran the concorn till 1878,
when it passed to other hands, and
one of the sons came to Birmingham.
Mr, William Vann clainw to have de-
veloped a seam of the true . magnectio
ore near Trassville, on the Alabama
Bouthern; and Mr. Henry Deppy, of
Lehigh Gap, Pa., hus purchased ox-
tensively of the m[mrwﬁ seam. Mean-
while the six Bessemer steel cow-
panies of this country hold fast to
their monopoly in the Thomas & Gil-
christ patent, and the question is agi-
tated whother one of them will not
locate in  Alabama,  Bumingham
thinks so, but 1 don't.

To sum up—Alabama containg 32,-
402,080 acres, of which 20,630,002
are still in virgin forest! In other
words,in 1880 seven-tenths of all the
Btate was in timber. Bo it is no old
worn out country, The railroad ¢om-

ination now gives railroad fare:
Liverpool to Tuscalooss, $36; New
York to Tuscaloosa, $13.

A Woman With a Wounderfal His
tory, Almost « Century Old,
Carried to the Tomb

decrepid old lady with snow-white
hair, and a smile of peace and content-
ment lighting up her golden foatures,
For a fow yoars past sho has been
missod from her acoustomed | lace.
Tho foeble old lady lay upon her bed,
with her daughter and grandehildren
around her ministering to her wants,
On Wodneaday the invalid sank into
the sloep which knows no waking,
Thuse whom she had befriended
erowdod into the little room where
she was in order to obtain a last look
at the features, smiling oven in death,
of her who had boen so kind to them.
At b o'clock  yesterday evening
Marie Laveau was buried in her fumily
tomb in Bt Louis cemetery No, I,
Her romnins were followed to (he
grave by a lurge concourse of people,
the most prominent and the most
humble joining in paying their last
respocts to the dead, — Futher Mignot
conducted the funeral services.
_Marie Laveau war born
wight Yuuu ago.  Her father was a
rich planter, who was prominent in
all publio affuirs, and served in the
logislature of this state. Her mother
wis Marguerite Henry, and hergrand-
mother was Marguerite Somard.  All
were beautiful women of color.

Nho was very success{ul as n nurse, |
wonderful stories being  told of her
oxploits ab the sick<bed. Tu  yellow
fover nnd cholera  epidemics she was
always ealled npon to nurse the sick,
and alwava responded promptly, Her
skill and knuwllvlluv l':n‘llwl her the
friendshiv and approbation of those
sufficiently cultivated, bt the ignor.
ant attributed hor success  to unnat-
ural means and held her in eonstant
dread.

Notably in 1853 a committen of
gentlemen, appointed ata mass meet-
ing held at Globe hall, waited on
Mario and requested her on hehalf  of
the people to minister to the fever.
stricken. 8he went out and  fought
thu poestilence where it was the thick-
est, and many alive to-day owe their
salvation to her devotion.

Not only to the sick was Mary La-
voanu o blessing. To help a follow-
creature in distress she considered a
priceless privilege. She was  born in
the house where she died. Her

mother lived and died there before
her, The unassuming eottage has
stood for a century and a lialf, Tt
was built by the tirst French settlers
of adobe, and not a brick was used in
it construction, When it was
orected it was considered tho hand-
soment building in the neighborhood,
Rampnrt stroot was not then in exis-
tence, being the skirt of o wilderness,
nnd latterly o line of entrenchment,
Notwithstanding the decay of her
little mansion, Marie made the sight
of it pleasant to the unfortunate. At
any time of night or day anyone was
welcome to food and sheltoer,

Those in trouble had but to eome
to hor and she would make their
canse her own, lllldcl‘:.:nilu_: greal  sac-
rifices in order to assist them.

Busides being charicable, Mario waa
also very pious, and took delight in
strengthening the allogiance of souls
to the church She would sit with
the condemned in their lust moments
and  endeavor to  turn  {their lust
thoughts to Jeaus.  Whenever o [ris-
oner excited her pity Marie would
lnbor incessantly to obtain his pardon
or at least u commutation of sentence,
ard she generally succended.

A few yenrs ago, before she lost con-
trol ot her memory. she was vich in
intoresting rominiscences of the early
history of this city. She spoke often
of the young American, Gov. Clai-
borne, and told how the child wife he
brought with him from Tennessee
died of the yellow fever shortly after
his arrival, and with the dead babe
upon her bosom was buried in o cor-
ner of the old American cemotery,
She apoke sometimes of the strange
little man with the wonderful bright
oyes, Aaron Burr, who was s0 polite |
and was so dangerous.  She loved to
talk of Lafayette, who visited New
Orleans over half o century ago. The
great Frenchman came to sece her at
her house, and kissed her on her fore-
head at purting,

She romembered the old French
general, Humbert, and was one of the
tew colored lilsuplu_‘ who escortod Lo
the tomb, long since dismantlod in the
Catholic cemetery, the withered and
grizzly remaing of the hero of Custel-
bar,  Probably she knew Father An-
toine botter than any living in those
days—for he the priest, and she the
nurse, met at the dying bedside of
hundreds of people she to elose the
faded eyos in death and ho to waft the
soul over the river to the realms of
oternal joy,

All in all Mario Laveau was a most
wonderful woman.  Doing good for
the sake of doing good alone, she ob-
tained no reward, oft times mesting
with projudice and loathing, sho was
nevertheless contented and did not
flag in her work. She always had the
causo of the people at heart, and was
with thom in'all things. During the
Iate rebellion she proved her loyalty
to the south at every opportunity, and
froely dispensed help to  those who
suffered in defense J the “lost cause.”
Hor last days wers spont surrounded
by macred pictures and other oviden-
cos of religion,  Whue God's  sun-
shine plays around the little tomb
whore her remuing are buried, by tne
side of her second husband, and hoer
sons and daughtors. Marie Lovesu's
name will not be forgotten in New
Orleans.
